doubtleſs of the :mminent end of this world. | 
Burt becuuſe I: perceived, char among orher Obſtacle? which 
bolt the door 'againft rheſe fo ſaving monirtions, and the truth 
therein contained, whereby they are leſs enrerrained by men of 
the prefenc Generation, this is not rhe meaneſt, that: there is 
ſuch ſw2all attention levt to the Celeſtial Signes, and to lite ®redit 


given, as if whatthings are inthe Heavens, are ſo above 'us, as if

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they nothing apperrained tous. Touching the Swv, indeed, aft 
contets it procreates to'us Nay and Night, Sutnrier and-Wincer, 
fruicfulneſs and barrenneſs*: - And as to the Fſoon, 'none will de- 
ny that it exerciſeth ſome dominion on earth, not only on the 


flowing, and reflowing of the Sea, but alſaon rhe . Humors and. . 1 


Complcxions of men : inſoquch that it cannat be denied much 
to beour concern, how theſe Lights are in Heaven placed and af- 
fected ; whecher conjunct, or ſeparate, whether farther diſtanc 
each from other,or mutually near approaching ; whether the Moon 
makes towards the Sun, or recedes from-it. Moreover who knows 
not how much it concerns, in what place of Heaven, and in whac 
Sign, and with what Afociates ſhe enters into che:Bride-chamber 
of her Hmband ; and what Prognoflicks the $kilful in Aſtrology 
are wont from hence to infer and predict. Burt as-whar apper- 
raines to other Planets and Luminaries of Heaven, v.g. Rh Þ & 
2 and Y, what Operations they have, is lictle regarded z whether - 
they be conjoyned, or disjuntt, far diſtant from, or near to each other ; 
whether their beams confluentally radiate, or not, whether they be op- 
Poſte, or collateral ; whether many, or few convene 1n the ſame Hyuſe; 
*s thus or that Sign of the Zodiack,, men paſs nor, as all one to 
them. Whereby ir comes to paſs that whatſoever fign the mo 
benigne God vouchſafeth to hold forth in heaven, for the commi- 
nation and monition of Mankind, is totally made uſeleſs, and be- 
Comes vain, 2 | L 

HENCE is ic that I thought I ſhould doa'work worth my 
labour, for the Glory of God, and the Good of my Neighbours , 
1f I ſhall, as well our of Scriprure, as from the nature of the thing, 
and the circumſtances thereof, demonfirate theſe rwo things. 

I. That ſuch ſorts of Signes do, without all doubt, porteud, and 
foretel, ſome grand aud ſingular thing. ESR” 237 11 

2. What that is which they portend and forctel; If perbaps, by che 
favour cf God, ſome from hence may be induced to embrace 
theſe fairhful premonicions with greater readineſs of mind. 

As for the $. Scriptures In the firſt Book of Moſes, where is 
extant the mention of the Creation of the Sun, Moon, and other 
Stars of Heaven, it is delivered, that theſe were there placed'ro 
that end, That they might divide the Day fromthe Night, and be 
for Sigues, and Seaſons, and Dayes, and Teares, To wit, thatthe

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intention of God, when he was about to create theſe Lights was 
ehis, "that they ſhould fignifie, and foreſhew ſomething on earth, 
which God had before created, wz. Notonly that they ſhould 
point our the times of Spring, Summer, -Aucumn, and Winter, 
andthe ſeaſons of Seed-time,and Harveſt, of planting, and pulling 
up, &c. abbreviations, lengrhenipgs, or equalizings of daies; with 
the Annual Feaſts, Daies, Weeks, and Moneths : bat eſpecially 
that they might be for Signs of thoſe things which muſt be afted on earth; 
and what there, in ſacceſſion of time, as well in the Goverument of the 
Church, as of the world ſhould ariſe, and might manifeft himſelf. 
Which thing is intimated by Afofes when he ſaith, That they may 
be in the Expanſion of Heaven , to enlighten the earth, 1. e. Togivea 
diſcerning of things to be done -on earth. For as for whar con- 
cernes the external Light of the day, that the Sun ſolely ſupplies 
co us: And for what concernes the Light ofthe night, the Moon 
- alone would be ſufficienr, if-nothing elle were to be defired, Bur 
chere ought to be more light preſent with us than that whereby 
one man by ſight, diſcernes another, - one Animal another, and 
body from body may bediſtinguiſhed, To the end ir maybe well 
wich man onexrch, and the whole Orb of the world below may 
ſubkilt, ic behoves that there be a certain other ſorr of Lighr, 
which deſcendeth alſo from on high, and is nouriſhed from above; 
to wit, a Rational Light of difcerning,and clearneſs of underftand. * 
ing, from whence oivers Arts, Sciences, Negotiations, and Go- 
vernments, as well Eccleſfiaſticil, as Secular, are invented, and po- 
liſhed co perfe@tion. And thart' Light is called in the School of 
Wiſe men Sideral, or Aftrary, beciuſe it depends upan thoſe 
Stars of which Moſes :ffirms, chat they were therefore conſtunted in 
the Expanſion of Heaven, that they may enlighten the world, And 
foraſmuch as this light exiſts firſt in che Heayens ( viz. in the ſtars 
and Planers) before ic thines'on carth, ang 1s there manifeſted; 
what wonder if any-man diſArxes the tokens and predudes of thoſe things 
' which are imminent to come to paſs, on earth, by the conſtitution of 
the heavens ( ſo 2s he be endued with ſufficient underſtanding: ) 
even as we {ee'in a prudent and skilful Phyſiognomift , how he is 
able oft-times to derermine, and foreſee what a man carries in 
his breaſt, or will befall him, by his Eyes, Countenance, and 
Lineaments, Bur ſomeman may ſays If the ſigrs are — 
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(\o) roillumiaae the world ;, how is ic that Moſes ſo vehement- 
ly dehorterh the people from them,. when he ſaith *, Take heed 
leſt thou lift up thine ezes to Heaven, and whentkow ſerft the Sun, and 
the Moon, and the Stars, even all the Hoſt of Heaven, ſhouldeſt be dr;- 
ven to worſhip them, and ſervethem, Which the Lord thy God hath 
IMPARTED wnto ALL NATIONS under the whole Hea- 
ver. But the Lord hath taken jou , and brought you forth ont of the 
Tron Furnace, even ent of Egypt, to be uno hin a people of inheri- 
tance, &c. We anſwer, Tat by this very Text ic1s clearly evinced, 
chat this obſervation'of the Stars is good in it ſelf, and thegift of 
God. For unleſs it were in ic ſe'f 200d and laudable, how could ir 
be ſaid, as ir is expreſly here ſaid by 1foſes, That the Lord thy God 
hath IMPARTED theſe to ALL THE NATIONS under 
the whole Heaven? Can it be ſaid indeed that God zmparts any 
evil? And that to all Peoples under the whole Heaven ? | 

Buc I will declare as the very thing is ; whoever he be, that #5 0b- 
liged to a better and higher matter, he preſently ſlips and prevaricates, 
as oft as he lets down himſelf to that which is lower. Foraſmuch 


therefore as the molt bountiful God hath reveale< himſelf more 
_ clextly and nearly to this people, than ro any orhe: ; ſpeaking to 


them our of che midlt of the fire, and fingularly given them holy 
Laws, and Inſtitutions, as he had not done to any other people ; 
it became then likewiſeto order their lives, not according to the 
manner of other peoples, who had not received theſe (Lawes) bur 
according to th2 mode which God of his ſpecial grace had caken 
care thould be declared to them; whereby an Acceſs for them 
unto Gqd himſelf, was in all caſes prepared, ſo as they might he 
perfeRly inftruged by him. Otherwiſe they would have held 
1c necef{ary co conſult the Sun, Moon or Stars for events, counſels, 
and direction. | 

- Beſides, the thing from which Moſes ſo vehemently dehorrerh 
the 1ſraelitiſh people, is not, that they artended to the Courſe of 
the Sun, Moon, and Stars, and contemplated the work of Divine 
Providence in the Heaven : Burt only they ſhould not ſuffer chem- 
ſelves ro be driven by them , in bowing before them, to wor- 
ſhip them for Gods ; as was wont to be done among the Gen- 
tiles ; who attributing to the Stars and Planets, names of GoJs, 
they ereed ro them Statues, and Temples, and gave them che

worſhip of Gods. . And this they did with ſogreac fervency of 
zeal ,. that when after a time, by the light of the Goſpel, che 
fraud of Satan began to be detected, theſe peoples, by: the Faith 
of Chrilt,. being accuſed of Idolatry, were ſoon ſet on fireinto a 
huge madneſs. From whence alſo thoſe. ciuel perſecutions deri- 
ved th-ir occaſion. But if che Gentiles had not abuſed theſe cele- 
{11] Creztures unto evil ; If they had ſuffered themſelves to be 
led, 2s by the hand, unto God by theſe works of God,. as we may 
ſee it in F-b, and his Friends; and as is ſiiil on record to memary. 
in the Fes Hiſtoricals che like thing of the ſons of Seth in the for-. 
mer world ; and of Noah, Abraham, & Melchiſedech in the later 
and preſent world,before the Law was given; And of Moſes, Damel, 
Shadrash, Meſhech and Abednego, under the Law, ( of whom it 
is wriccen *, that Moſes was l:arned in all the wiſdom of the Egypti- * 4A, 12, 
2g) 7.22. 
ans, &*,) ASalſoof the Afagr, living out of che Law, and wichour Dan. 1.4. 
the Law ;* If (I fay) they had not bowed themſelves before the *0r77g.extra 
Hott of Heaven, but by this thing they. had leirned ro bow the #430", & fi 
knee before God the C:extor of ailchings, worſhipping not the nes” 
Signes of future things which he hath ſer before us, bur the hay ; 
z: ſe f char put them, v:z. the Counſel, and-wiſdom of the Omni-. 
potent God, verily they had nor fianed ; and i: would have been 
fr from them to rerſecute any man who ſhould attempt ro dring 
them nearerunto GoJd.. | 
I- conclude thzrefore, that from this detiortatior of Moſes, 
( Deat..4. 19,20, ) it cannot be concladed, that. theſe celetiial 
Signes ought not to be obſerved, and attended-unto ; bur only, 
thar we ought not , too much toadhere. torhem, eitherto bow 
dowa to them, or to worſhip them ; or becauſe of chem to neg-' 
le&-hat which is beccer, and nearer, as it happened oftin 1ſrael; 
through theſeducements- of the world, and ef the Prince of the 
world..Conſult-Fer.7.18. and rhou thalt ſee how the Loxd ſhewed 
to his Prophet what was prepared in the Cities of Judah, and 
fireets of Jeruſalem, viz. The Children gather weed, and the Fa- 
thers kindle the fire, avd the women knead the dough, to make Cakes to 
the OUEE Nof Heaven. ( HMelecher, thit is to the Hott of Heas 
ven) and to poure ont Drink-Offeringsewento other Gods. Yea ſee in 
er. 44.17,18. How as well the men as the women of Jadah did 


ackſlide to that degree of Idolatry,: that they brake forth _ 
theſe

theſe words, But wewill certainly do, whatſoever thing goeth ont of our 
own mouth, to burn Incenſe to the QUEEN of Heaven, and to pour 
on drink, offerings unto HE R, as we have done, we and our Fathers, 
enr Kings, and our Princes, inthe Cities of fudah, and the ſtreets of 
Jeruſalem, for then had we plenty of viAtuals, and were well, and ſaw 
0 evil. So thar by MELECHET, or the: Queen of Heaven, they 

underſtood no other thing bur the Holt of the Stars.;- And chere- 

fore thac the thing which the Lord blames in 1ſrae/, is nor thac 

they gave heed to the Hoſt of Heaven, bue thar they drew chem 

into abuſe, and Idolatry, doth manifeftly appear by thoſe things 
wereadin Fer. 8.1, 2. Behold, that which in the former Chapter 
he had expreſſed by the Name of the Owcen of Heaven, that yery 
ſame here he callech the Hoſt of Heaver ; and that which he chrea« 
tens ſeverely to puniſh in them, is not that tkey did heedfully 


conſider the Signes of Heaven, but that they worſhipped them, 


and bowed themſelves untothem, as unto their Gods. 

There is furthermore another thing, wherein the 1ſraelxtes here 
greatly finned, That to wit, in imitation of the Heathen, they were 
roo much afraid of thoſe Signes of Heaven, as if there was not in betng 
a ſuperior power, on which, both they, and all the Hoſt of Heaven did 
depend : and as if thoſe things which were there prefignred, ought al- 
waies neceſſarily to attain their effeft. In which reſpect the Lord in 
that manner ſpeakes cothem by his Propher, Fer. 10. 2. Leary not 
the way of the Heathen, and be not diſmayed at the Signs of Heaven, 
for the Heathen are diſmayed at them. As if he ſhould ſay, *-T have 
< ſerbefore the Heathen which have not known me, ſignes if 
© Heaven as meanes leading unto me, becauſe they have nor 
& known any other way, -and have not received any other Law, 
* Burt T7 HO# my people 1SRAEL, who haſt learned to know 
© me more nearly, and from me haſt received the Law out of the 
«© midſt of the fire, which excels all other Laws, \return nor thou 
© unto thewayof the Heathen, but learn thou well che way ſhewn 
© unto thee in my Law, and there ſhall be no canſe that thou 
© ſhouldeſt be zfraid of the fignes of Heaven, For (as itis writ- 
© ren) 1 am he which have created the heatiens, and have bound my' 
« ſelf to thee-m an” everlaſtiig-and indiſolvable Covenant. 1 an 
* TEHOV AH, making all things, extending the heavens alone , 
ec ſpreading abroad the earth” by my power, that fruſtrateth the _—_ 


=} 73. 
"6 of the Lyars, and makgth the Diviners mad, that turnth the wiſe 
& men backward, and maketh- ther kuowledge fookſh.- - Be ye only 
obedieut unto mt, walk faubfully in my wajes; and nothing of thoſt 
things 1s to be feared by you, of whichthe Heathen'are afraid. 

Bur that we may come nearer to the MATTER; -Ifrhis were 
rrue, that no:hing of truth and certainty conld be gathered from _ 
the celeſtial Signes, and therefore ir were prohibiced to attend un- 
ro:them ; tellme, 1 pray thee, For whom, or what ends are thoſe | 

S1gnes in the Sun, Moon, and Stars made ? Towlii purpoſe ? To « Joel 2.20 

' what uſe ? Why are not ouly the Temes in the Old Teſtament *, but g 1 x5 
Chriftians alſo in the New * preciſely ſent tothem? as we (hall hear * Mar. 244. 
more largely afcerwards. Therefore from the S, Scriptures I con- 29, 
clude that thoſe Ggnes conſpicuous in the Heavens (eſpecially in prabhage = 
theſe laſt times) doneceſlarily porrend ſomething, and therefore PR 
' of right, they are deſervedly and diligently to be obf&r- 
ved. 
Bur ſome may 05jed : Suppoſe that Srgnes are grven in Heaven; Obj. 
of thoſe things which ſhall come: ts paſs on earth, or ought to come to 

paſs ; what doth this help me, if 1 wan a requiſite wiſdom to under- 
' (favdthem? as having no true aud undoubred rules, by which 1 may 
be able to judge of thoſe Signes? Doth not the Almighty and moſt 
excellent God accuſe Fob of bis Ignorance, even in this very buſi- 
neſs of the predominion of the ſtars on us inhabirans of the earth, 
asking him by way of opprobry, Haſt thou known the order of Hea- 
wen? Wilt thou ſet the demunion thereof on the earth? As if he had 
ſaid, Thou knowelt thac thou. haft no knowledge of chis thing z. 
and thatthou canſt do nothing in this matter , Fob 38.33. And 
do:h not Solomon, Prov.2 5.3. ſpeak concernins the heavens above 
us, andthe earth beneath us, and the hearts of Kings, that thoſe 
three areunſearchable z- How then ſhall any man dare to attempr, 
without the Norte of che greatelt preſumption, ſo to ſearch our 
thoſe things which. are in the Heavens, as thence to pick our, 
what ſhall comeco paſs in the world ?- And do we not ſee many, 
yea of the excellenteſt Mafiers of Aſtrology gregtly co be deceived; 
as for example; That moſt famous Albumazar bf whom we read 3. 
in his Wricings,. he foreſaw by che ſtars, thac Chriſtian Religion * 
ſhould not continue beyond 1400 years from afcer irs firlt begin- 
nings : Whereas to now, ſince Chrifts Birch, we accompt 1662 

years; 
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years: Which term exceeds Albamazars Calculation , more 
than 200 years. And' there have been afore 142 years ſince, 
certain Aſtrologers, which from that great Conjuntion of (Rh )S4- 
turn,(W-) Tupiter and (G ) Mars, in Aquarizs,which happened in 
che year of Chriſt -I 524,ftruck a great terroug into men concerning 
ſome imminenc great Deluge { though notuniverſal) ſo that ma- 
ny provided themſelves of ſhips, by which, after the manner in 
Noahs Floud, they might ſave themſelves from the Waters : 
whereas no ſuchchingarall followed thereupon. Many more of 
thelike Erroxrs might be produced ; bur ler theſe ſuffice. 

We anſwer If this be granted, that thoſe things wt.ich are 
ſeen 1n che Heavens are truly Signes and Preludes of thaſe things 
' Which (hail come to paſs on earch; and for theunderſtanding cf 
' them, thz:e is need of certain and undoubted Rules and Precepts, 
totliſcern all chings aright : Yer that remaineth firm, and irrefra- 
gable, that we are bound to attend to thoſe fignes, and to apply 
our minds (as much as itt us 15) to thoſe premonictons ſer forth 
in the Heavens, inſtantly to pray for, and expect in faith, greater 
wiſdom, and underſtanding ; as they have done, whoever atcain- 
ed to any certainty in this Science: And moreover to ſec before 
our. eyes, thoſe general Rules which have been delivered to us, by 
the more skilful in this Art, For, albeit thoſe precep:s (partly 
by che mulciplicicy, and ſubtilty ofrhem, and partly by the preva- 
tency, of a certain ſuperiour cauſe, which can invert, and make 
void all cheſe things ) are not alwaies foundfirm and undoubred : 
yer if we ſeck of God our certainty, hecan equally in cheſe, as in 
other buſineſſes, and Sciences of the' world (which conſidered in 
themſelves are alſo full of uncertainty ) eſtabliſh our hearts, and 
lead us into all certainty of truth: and give to vs tht we may ſee 
and diſcern, what others cannot ſee and diſcern. | 

As for that place of Fob, this only is intimated, /f ary wan will 
T1ghtly and JOE ly know the order of heaven, and the donainiou 
thereof on the earth,he onght to learn ut of God who alme ſetled all theſe 
things ; and therefore it rs not meet for Fob, or any other man to glory 
before Gad. Ar@or that ſaying of the wiſelt King, neither doth 
chat intend any other thing, than toteachus, That theſe three i 
themſelves are unſearcheable; to wit, Heaven, as being roohigh 
and ſublime ; the Earth, as being too deep ; and the heart of 4 

| King, 
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Xing, 28 being too much hidden, unſtable, and mutable. So thar 
from hence 1t cannot be concluded, that aman that feares God, 
and cleaves ro him, may nor be endued, or oifced by God with 
ſuch wiſdom and underſtanding ; that he cannot underſtand the 
chings which are in Heaven above him, and in the earth bene:th 
him, and in the heircs of Kings without him. No by no means. 
For S»lomn himſelf in the Book of Wiſdom (Chap.7. ) reſiifieth 
che contraty 3 Where he complileth a Catalogue of thoſe things * ” 
which he w3s taught of God, by Wiſdom. Ged hath given to me 
certain or true knowledge of the things that are in Nature,that 1 might 
wnderſtand the conſtitution of the world, the force of the Elements , the 
beginning, middle and ending of times : the viciſſitudes of Solftices,the 
variety of Seaſons, the Circuits of years, and ſituation of ſtars, the 
xatures of Animals, the furies of Beaſts, the  frrength of the winds,and 
the cogitations of men: the differences of Plants, and the qualities of 
Roots. All theſe, he ſaich, he learned of God » as well thoſe 
things that are made in Heaven above him, as thoſe in the bow- 
els of the earth bene:th him; and*alſo choſe things that ſeem to 
lie hiddenin the recefles of mans heart. For (as he addeth,v.2 I.) 
eAilſach things 4s are ſecret, or manifeſt, them have 1 known. For ©. 
Wiſdom which 1s the Artificer of all things, taught me. Seeft thou 
cherefore how all things may be obrained by Wiſdom : as well 
che knowledge of thole things which are in Heavey, as thoſe on + 
Earth, and in the very Cloſets of the heart > Therefore he who 
hath nor this wiſdom, but doth defireir, ler him ask it of God * 
and ſeek it where it may be found. Neither let him ſay, © What ad- , 
&* vamageth it me that God hath put certain $ ignes in Heaven, ſeeing 
&* [ underfand them not? and ſo many who have aſſumed to themſelves h 
* 5kill in them, have ſo enormouſly tumbled, and expoſed themſelues to _. 
© ſcorn? For we (ce the ſame things co happen, in all Sciences, og "ry 
Arts, Negotiations ; yea. even in Propheſie, and the Goſpel, i 
which is called che Word of Truth. Whege if one, or another be- 
certain in his Art, and Science, thou ſhalt find ten remainine 
uncertain. For, wherethou maieſt find one true Propher, with 
whom there is the ſincere Word of God, there- an hundred will 
preſent themſelves, who challenge co theniſelves the ame word, 
and carry beforethem, 'in excernal geſture, and habic, the ſhew 
or ſhape of a Propher, when as they are not. And where thou 
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ſhalt find one who prrely delivers the word of Truth, thou maieſt 
mufter up an hundred who wreſt it to the private ſence of humane 
corruption. Are therefore all Arts and Sciences to be deſpiſed, 
and to be accompred and reputed in the ſame ranck as we ſee ar 
this day, the Celeſtiai Signes reputed ?
